MMiy raopU Killed tMd Xi^aNd— Entire

Chioaoo, Aprn 18.— The details of 

the havoc wronght by wind, hail and 
rain throughout the west Tuesday and 
Tuesday niglit, aif \rt very mcaKfr. 
Wires are still down iu Kansas, but it ia 
known that the damage in the southern 
part of the Btat# la greater than in the 
north. 

Many houses were dostrogred at Wil- 
bur, Linn county, Mnong them be- 
in^ the doiiot. Sersnl penoos are 

ported injured. 

T)u) town of Paiker, intheBameooOA* 
ty, wa« also partially destroyed. 

A portion of the city of Parsons lay 
in the track of the storm and mnch 
damage to property is reported. Hail 
aooompanied the wind, and so fierce 
was its fall that windows were shat- 
tered and fruit trees damaged. 

At Garnet the house of Walter Haw- 
.ley and Henry Dykes were completely 
dmuolished. The wind came from 
•▼ery directiou and formed a columu of 
•and exteudiug several hundred feet iu 
the air. 

In Missouri, Parker, a hamlet 10 
miles west of independence, was alnuist 
^destroyed. Many houses were com- 
pletely leveled. The loss of life is be- 
lierea tobegreat 

At MayTMW, several houses were 
blown down and it is believed several 
people were killed. 

A cyclone swept the country nortlb- 
west of Stanberry Tuesday night. The 

»»th of the cyclone was two miles wide, 
oar fiumhouses were leveled and other 
damage done. Several people were 
killed; among them Mrs. Ward. Her 
husband and John Shelton were fatally 
injured. An unknown woman was also 
crushed to death. Most of the people 
Mw the cyclone coming in time to get 
Into their cvclone cellars. The loss will 
aggrente thousands of dollars. 

Jbi Dlinols a terrific wind, rain and 
hailstorm passed over Rockford at 1 
o'clock in the morning, doing much 
damage in that vicinity. It verged close 
on a cyclone, breaking windows, tear- 
ing up trees, and taming over barns 
aiKl small bolldings. 

At Jacksonville all the streams in the 
whole vicinity are out of their banks 
and bridges are washed away, while 
fences are floating down stream in con- 
fusion. Trees and buildings have also 
suffered, and a good many catde were 
Ulled bj lightning. 

In Indiana a terrifio Windstorm 
pOMOd OVOr Terre Haute al 8 o'dock in 
the morning, and did Aumy thousand 
dollars' worth ol domag* in the city 
and vicinity. Twenty iron columns of 
the Vandalia trainsneds were blown 
down and the stone foundation uproot- 
ed. The iron was badly twisted, and 
the damage will amount to|80,000. The 
entire roof of the Park iron foundry 
wsa blown off, and many trees, fences 
and sheds blown down. Railroad tele- 
graph wires were bo badly damaged 
that oommnnication was cut olf almost 
entirelv tejnaral hours. 

At KoMBlHk 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the mKKKKtty and boilerroom of 
the American strawboard mills were de- 
molished and Robert Douglass, an em- 
ploye, was cnuhed to death in the de- 
oris. Other workmen had narrow es- 
capes. The boilding is almost a com- 
plete wreck. The storm moved to the 
northwest, uprooting trees and doing 
great damage to property. 

At Jeffersonville, heavy rains caused 
serious washouts on the Jeffersonville 
and Indianapolis railroad. 

Tmm 0«ts H«r lluM*! 

Albany, Tex., April 18.— A terrifio 
wind and hailstorm swept over west- 
em Texas Tuesday evening, traveling 
^eotiydown the valley and laving 
waste everything in its path. Whole 
farms, orchards and small grain crops 
were completely ruined; not a window 
I»ane in the storm's track is left Ghran- 
aries, bams, windmills and fences were 
destroyed. Albany escaped with but 
slight damage. . Many cattle were 
killed, but ao human fatalities are re- 
ported. 

Only Two Houaea Left StnndluK. 

New Orleans, April 18.— The Times 
Democrat's Vicksburg (Miss.) special 
last night said: Conductor Thomas of 
the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley rail- 
road wires here: The entire town 
ofBobinsQnvillo, Coahoma county, was 
swept away by a cyclone this afternoon. 
All ttie stores are in flames. Several 
negroee and perhaps some whites are 
btmed in the ruins. The depot was 
completely destroyed and the night 
operator's wife killed. A colored cmld 
was also killed. Only two hoossi are 
laft standing. ^ 

ANOTHER OYCLONI. 

A lUaslsrippl Vowm Wl»«d BMIMly 0»it 
of ■alaloaoe. 

Mehpuis, April 18.— Another terrible 
cyclone, supported by the auxiliary 
wrath of the flames, has destroyed a 
IfississippI town, and eharrsd corpses, 

to the number of five or more, are 
lying beneath the general wreckage. 

Kobinsonville, a town of several hun- 
dred inhabitants, M miles south of 
Memphis on the Yoaoc and Mississippi 
Volley road, is the scene of this second 
disaster, which follows so close upon 
Kelly's destruction. Again from the 
southwwt came the whirling winds, 
buniUeft fre(tingly iilto » o«ne .that' 



mows down houses and staunoh build- 
ings. 

It was r):80 o'clock yesterday evening 
when the storm came on. Little 
showers had come and gone during the 
day, and there was naught to be re- 
mindful of more than a passing April 
day. When in the evening the doads 
began to array themselves thickly about 
the horizon, the people at Robinson- 
ville went to shelter, and in seeking 
refug)> from a drenohing s«v«val want 

to their death. 

The depcjt was the first building in 
the path of the cyclone, and it was 
easily crushed. In the upper story of 
the depot the night operator and his 
wife lived. She was killed and he was 
badly injured. The row of stories went 
down in one fell swooj). Frame build- 
ings were tumbled indiscriminatdjrin* 
to one long mouud of debris. 

The loss of life can only bo estimated. 
It is believed that at least five and per- 
haps 12 people were burned to death 
while imprisoiMd under the debris left 
by fba (qrdona.

Ypkilanti. April 13.— The businesj 
portion Of the city was visited at 7 :iK 
last night by a cyclone. For two blockf 
on Congress street, the principal busi- 
ness street of the. dty* almost every 
plategloss windpw was brdnn and 
signs and awnings were totally demd- 
ished. 

The postofBoe and four stores on 
Huron street were riddled. The roof of 
the building was blown into the street 
and severalhonses oppodte were badly 
damaged by flying debris. The oydone 
crossed the dty from southwest ° to 
northeast The residence of William 
Kinsdey .was blown off ita foundation. 
Curtis' wagon and eaniage fddxny, the 
business ooUoge, Draper Opera House, 
Hawkins Boose and several other build- 
inn were demolished. 

Crossing the river the wind unroofed 
the residence of Jdinathsn Voorhees, 
on River street, and blew another house 
off its foundation. Further east Mr. 
Moore^s house and bam were unroofed. 
The wind lasted 10 minutes, and, al- 
though the streets were fllled' with peo- 
ple only a few minutes before, no seri- 
ous aoddent is reported. 

As soon as the wind snbddsd the 
electric lights were shut off toavdd fire 
and accidents. 

The streets are filled with wreckage, 
fallen trees and debris of all kinds.

New York, April 13.— Six members 
of the Clothing Manufacturers' associa- 
tion were arrested yesterday on a 
charge of oonspiraoy preferred by the 
cutters. They were parded in onstudy 
of counsel for eyaminatiwi next 
Wednesday. 

The first mutual attempt to arrive at 
an amicable settlement of the locked 
out cutters by the Mamufaoturers' asso- 
ciation was made last night when a 
conference of representatives of all the 
parties concerned was hdd. The 
American Federation of Labor wss rep- 
resented by Samuel Gompers, preddent, 
James B. Lennon, treasurer, and Chris- 
topher Evans, general secretary. The 
Clothing Manufacturers association was 
represented by J. L.HedeDerg, H. S. 
Mendelson, Albert F. Hochstadler, 
Emanuel Lauer, William Bikes. Otto 
Sampler,MoBes Newberg, L. Sincheimer, 
Julius Uammerslough and Marcus M. 
Marks. Benjamin Zcavchi, Henry 
White and John Zulter represented the 
cutters and garment workers' union. 

Commissioner Edward Feeney was 
presient in behalf of the state board of 
miMliation and arbitration. The con- 
ference, after contiuuiug in session 
over five hours, failed to arrive at any 
settlement. 

At 1:45 this morning General Sec- 
retary Echers of the garment workers, 
said that they were no nearer aa agrse- 
ment than wneu they began.

Mutual usuranoe company began yes- 
terday to pay Che pdicies on the Nar- 
onio's cargo at a small discount.

The New York 
Mutual, so far as known here, is the 
only other local company holding risks 
on the Karonic's cargo and they are 
only to the extent of a few thousand dd* 
lars. Iliis company also has begun to 
disooont itfi policies.

WRANGLING ALREADY BEGUN. 



Thm Tronbl* Batwean Pr«aid«Bt M«Brtd« 
and Mlehaal Rntchford of Naaallloa Ba- 
\ng Aired - All IncrniMe of Wagaa Will 
Ba Aakad For Whleh WIU AglMt AU tha 
Stataa la tha Orcaalmttoa. 

Columbus, C, April 13.— The mom 
ing session of the Minewoikers' nation 
al convention opened yesterday with 1S2 
delegates present and as far as the 
newspapers were oonoemed, was a de- 
cidedly short one. Under th* MMralor 
co-le uf business the dectton of «ffioetit 
was called for. This oooadoned some 
wrangling among the delegates who, it 
seems, are divided into t«ro faetions, 
one tot the purpose of pushing the dec- 
tion of officers as a part of the first 
chief transactions of the convention, 
and the other for the purpose of dday- 
ing it until the last moment The lat- 
ter faction predominated, however, and 
a motion to make the election of officers 
the last thing on the order of business 
carried. 

Durinif the discussion occadoned by 
this motion, Mr. Michael Ratchford ot 
Massillon arose to address the conven- 
tion, and was peremptorily cdled down 
by the chair, who commanded him to 
resume his seat. 

The next.ord(>r of business was takfin 
up, th.it of fixing prices for machine 
and pick mining, and the convention 
immediately^ went into executive sssdon 
to consider it. 

Mr. Ratchford a short time ago re- 
signed his office in the organization as a 
member of the executive board. Bad 
blood has since existed between Presi- 
dent McBride and that gentleman, but 
not on account of his resignation. It is 
now understood that Mr. Ratchford's 
withdrawd as an officer of the body oc- 
casioned no regret on the part of the 
present incumbents. In fact it was 
readily accepted, and should it not have 
been tendered there is no doubt but 
what he would have been requested to 
vacate. / 

There are tiumerous candidates for 

the various oftir es, which are regarded 
as "soft snaps " bv the members, and 
the contest, though conducted quietly, 
is very earnest. 

A resolution was o.Tered by another 
delegate "to make it compulsory on the 
pjirt ol liH id orders to subscribe to a 
certain inimb'T of eopies of the mine- 
workers' jourual," the ofiicial organ of 
the Ivody. The resolution was intended 
as a method to build up the list ol' tliat 
journal in West Virginia mining dis- 
tricts, and was opposed bitterly by 
delemiti's from that state, and cue of 
their muiibt ■• said "he did not tiiink it 
was ri|.jht lluit miners should ho com- 
pelled to take a paper they did imt 
want." 

"The reason, Mr. President," said the 
chaniiiion of the res-oltition. "the list it; 
so small in West VirKiniu. in my e«ti- 
mation, in hecuuse the mint'workers iu 
that district cau't read." /. tlx, remark 
elicited considerable hiu;;!.!' r at the ex- 
pen.oe of the West Virginia delegates, 
and aroused their ire to conaiderable 

extent. 

"We can read .iiu't as j;o(kI as you fel- 
lows from the north," shouted a West 
VirKiiiian. 

During' the executive sessiou consid- 
cralilr tiiiie sviis eoriMuuied in hearing 
reports from delegates from the v:irioiis 
etates. In every instance the outlook 
wa.s rei>ortt'd favorable to the interests 
of the miners. Ali'airs were reported 
us especially brisht iu the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

A resolution was adopte<l to ask an 
increase in ])ick and madiino mining. 
For pick udning an increase of O cent-- 
per ton wa8 det lded upon and 4 cents 
tor machine miniiur. I'lider the old 
rates the machine mining was Jiri cents 
per ton witli ^ eeuts added for boring. 
The new rate contemplated an increase 
in loading and all work connected 
thiTewitli. The new rates will aiiec-t 
all tile stati s in the organizatioji. 

I'll.' iif't' Tiioon e.\i.i:utive session wo.s 
large ly <le voted to hearing the griev- 
ance lielwi.ii I'lesident Mcliride and 
Michael li;itcb;'ord. Hat<'hford wiis 
foinerly a member of the t-.xeciitive 
coiiim,ittee, and tendered his n sigiiM- 
tion lor certain reasons. Since tlieii lie 
has both jtrivately and publicly charged 
that President McBrnle has used his 
Ofhco iu the interest of the Democrntii' 
party. Last fall the president made 
spee<he9 in Ohio and West Virginiii. 
but the constitution of the national 
organization does not prohibit it. In

Washinotox, April 13.— Senator Call 
of Florida made a speech in the senate 
yesterday advocating the increase of 
membership of most of the leading 
committees. Senator Vance reported 
from the privileges and elections com- 
mittee a resolution authorizing it to in- 
vestigate the Ady Martin election con 
test from Kansas. After an executiv** 
session the senate adjourned. 

The nomination of Eckles, the young 
Illinois lawyer without banking expen 
euee who was nominated to be comp- 
troller df the currency, was confirmed 
by the senate in executive session with' 
out the formality of a rollcall. There 
were two hours or more spent in dis- 
cussion of the nomination oefore con- 
firmation followed.

.\t o'clock yesterday evening the 
pit had become so cool that three ex- 
ploring parties were able to descend 
and go some di.stance in the seams. 
They found three dead men, but dis- 
covered no trace of the main body of 
miners who were o«t off by the flames 

from escape. 

rp to '2 o'diM'k this morning 53 
corp.ses had been taken from the pit. 
The sear( hiiig piirties had found no 
signs that any of the missing miners 
were Htill alivt'. 

The bo<lie.s oi 11 men were found hud- 
dled behind a door as if they had sought 
shelter there from a hurricane of liery 
sparks sweeimig l>y. Other bodies were 
found in the reliirn airyw.ays where the 
victims were caught while probably 
trying to e.<cnpe. A doctor, who has 
examined the bodies, rejiorts that all of 
the victims died of suilocation. There 
are no external injuries on the bodies. 

Many of the e.xjiluviTs are sutftjing 
seviTely from thi' ellects of tlie smoke 
"i encunnteri d. 
•arcli will be necessary to 
ascertain the full extent of the ca- 
lamity.

Brusselr, April 13.— Three hundred 
miners, engaged in the strike at Quag- 

ron, in the province of Ilaynaut. yester- 
day inaile ail .ittack upon the sheds at 
the mouth of the pit and smashed every 
wiiidnw in tlieiii. There were many 
men working in the pit who had re- 
fused to join the strikers and the mob's 
efforts were directed against them as 
much iiH against the owners of the pit. 

All sorts of rubbish, old boards, stone 
and dirt were thrown into the shaft, 
tlie intention of the strikers being to 
imprison the men iu the mines. The 
mob was on the point of attacking an- 
other pit. when the gendarmes arrived 
and utiaclied them with the tlat sides of 
their swords. The striker:i hually dis- 
persed, but farther trouble is appre- 
hended.

The Kentucky Bureau of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
resumed its issue of the weekly weather 
and crop bulletins. The bulletins are 
issued from Loui.-iville by Mr. Frank 
Burke, who is the director in charge. 
For the week ending April 10, 1893, he 
sayn : "The weather <'onditi'ms sinre the 
opening of the present spring liave in 
most respects been favorable to all crops 
anil to ]iroj;ri'HS of farm work of e\er_v 
description, Wlieat came tlirougli the 
winter in good shape, there being much 
le.sf complaint of free/inpr than was iin- 
ticijiated, cunsiderin}^ tin- severe cold 
weather to which it had been exposed. 
Fruit trees were also uninjured and never 
. wintered better, though their present 
advanced state, due to recent favorable 
conditions, exposes them to the possi- 
bility of damage from frosts. 

"Tiio past .week was charai tcii/cd liy 
an abnormally high temperature, a nearly 
average amount of sunshine and light, 
well distributed hIiowi is. TIkx' coikII- 
tions have been highly favorub|^e to all 
kinds of vegetation, and the season is 
fully up to, if not sihead, of the averat"'. 
Farm work of all kinds has progressed 
nnder the most auspicious circumstances 
and reports recciveil from all sections of 
the State inuicate tliut the outlook is 
now more promising than for many years 
at the same time. 

"The breaking of pround for com 
planting; is well under way and in homt; 
places tlie crop is already planted. In 
some sections, particularly in Warren and 
the adjacent counties, ilicrc is soire 
little complaint that tlie heavy rains have 
retarded this work. 

"Toharco plants arc cjiiuinjj up well 
and are reported to l>e very plentiful in 
all the toWco growing^ districts of the 
"State. 

" Oats are coming Up very nicely and 
the present outlook for the crop is ex- 
cellent. 

" ( iarden < rops of all kinds are in the 
ground, under conditions which favor 
their rai)id i;rowth. 

" Fruit prospects are more promising 
than for many yearn. The trees are in 
full bloom, and l)aring damage from frost, 
the crop will certainly be very fine. 
There is nothiiii,' in the jpre-cnt asjiect of 
weather conditions to indicate the prob- 
ability of frosts within the next threedays 
at least, and as tlie avera^'e date of the 
last spring frost in Kentucky is about 
April 10, it will be seen that there need 
be but little apprehension of injury from 
this cause. 

"There is considerable co(n plaint of 
dama>;e to fences and barns from the 
Jiife'h winds w hidi have prevailed for sev- 
eral days during' the past week, but no 
injury is reported to crops of any kind. 

" I^ive stock of all kinds id reported to 
be in exci llent condition. 

" Wheat, grasses and meadows never 
looked better at this season, the reports 
being particularly favorable as to the Con- 
dition of tlie first named crop."

Nbw York, April 18.— Dato 8rl Amar 
lyBa^ ft real BMt Indian njah, WM at 
th* Hotel Victoria Tneedaj. He is 

swarthy, with high check bonos and 
keen black eyes, and is the secretary of 
8tat« for the snltan of Jobon, on the 
Malay peninsnla. 
With the rajjili is ITriiTy W. Lake, a 

Jronng Englihhm.-iu, w) ^ bt>ing a min- 
ng and general engineei. is iiriK'tically 
the commissioner of public work.s fot 
the sultan. 

Both Kt ntlemon arrived here on Mon- 
day uiKlit on the Berlin and will rcjirc- 
sent Julu ro at the world's fair, the rajah 
as coniiniasiuner and Mr. Lake as depo- 
ty commissioner. 

They brought with thom six nativ(> 
artisans, who were shivering on Ellin 
island Tuesday in European attire. 
These latter will construct a Malay vil- 
lage at the world's fair. 

From Singapore, the cajiital of the 
the saltan's country, the monarch, to- 
gether with 80 native prince.s, ncci>m- 
panied the rajah and Mr. Lake as far a.-^ 
Cairo, Egypt. From there the royal 
party will proceed to Carlsbad, C*er- 
many, where the sultan will be joined 
by MonseTille Wildman, formerly 
United States consul at Johore. Then 
the eastern potentate and his suite and 
Mr. Wildman will set out for this coun- 
try, arriving in New York in June. 

The saltan is the only ruling mon- 
arch who has signified his intention to 
visit the Columbian exposition in per- 
son. 

Snltan Ab« Bakar rules over a realm 
in the Malay peninsula, two degrees 
above the enuator. His income Is in 
the neighborhood of 910,000,000 a year 
and on state occasions he wears dia- 
monpa valndd at $10,000,000. At other 
times he dresses in European costume. 
He is In the midst of an nphill fight in 
his endearor to civilize his domain. 

"Abu Bakar, the saltan," said Mr.
